It is a day that begins the same way it ends—with hard work, with tension and with pressures 


other college students never know. 


Jim Hyun, 1<S, a freshman at the I'niversity of Kansas, is America's greatest miler. 
Better than his predecessors al Kansas, Glen Cunningham and Wes Sanlee; better, too, than 


Dyrol Burleson and Jim (irelle and Tom O'Hara. 


Right now there are only a few in the world w i t h better times, like Jurgen May of Kast (ier- 


"niany, Kipchoge Keino of Kenya and Michel Ja/.y of France. 


But everyone knows it is a matter of months before this 


powerful 6-1, 155-pound y o u n g s t e r from 
Wichita, Kan., passes them. 


"There's no question," says John Whctton, 


the English miler, "that he's the best in the 
world at this distance right now." 


Jim Ryun is uncomfortable when he hears 


statements 
like that because 
underneath 


the glamor and the headlines there is a 
quiet, constrained person who would greatly 
enjoy the life of the average college fresh- 
man. If only he could lead it. 


His life at Kansas is quite regimented, but 


is no comparison to his life away from the 
Padvve 


campus when he is competing. 
Outsiders 


would think the government had transferred Fort Knox to 
his hotel room. 


He takes no calls, especially from newspapermen, spend- 


ing as much time as possible studying and resting. 


"We have to do it," says John Mitchell, Kansas' assistant 


track coach who accompanied Hyun to a recent race in New 
York. "If we didn't, he'd never get any rest and he'd never 
get any time to study." 


After a race, or if you've been lucky enough to grab a few 


minutes of his time during his warmups, you find such a 
soft-spoken kid that it's puzzling where he finds all his 
competitiveness. 


On the track, he is a great competitor with a finishing 


kick that has quickly transformed many a dull race. 


"Jim is on the speed side of the mile," says his coach Bob 


Timmons, who also coached Ryun at Wichita East High 
School. "As young as he is with this base speed, his true 
potential may be in the 880. 


"But Jim has made the statement that he prefers the long 


side of the mile, meaning the two-mile. So I think there 
will be some experimenting done. I think it would be a 
mistake to just limit him, at this age, to one event." 


Ryun began his assault on the 4-minutc mile in 1963, his 


sophomore year in high school. He was at 4:20 in April, but 
by June he had run a 4:07.8. 


"As a junior high student," he recalls, "I had no idea that I 


would be a miler. I entered high school with the idea of being 
a 440 man and maybe to letter in my senior year." 


A year later, in June 1964, he had cracked the 4-minute 


barrier with a 3:59.0 at Compton, Calif. 


Then came his surprising third place finish in the final 


Olympic Trials which carried him to Tokyo just inches ahead 
of Jim Grelle. 


A cold in Tokyo left him in a weakened condition, so the 


1%4 Olympics became just a bad memory. The coming year, 
however, would compensate for the disappointment. 


With Timmons at the University of Kansas as an assistant 


coach, J. D. Edmiston became Ryun's coach at Wichita East. 


"The only real change," Jim said, "was that we worked a 


lot more on speed than anything else. This helped my 
finish a lot more." 


In May 1965, he had run a 3:58.3 and followed this with a 


3:58.1 at Modesto. Then came a third place 3:56.« in Compton 
before he set the American record with his 3:55.3 by defeat- 
ing the Olympic champion Peter Snell and Grelle in the AAU 
mile. 


Reunited with Timmons now at Kansas, Ryun works out 


twice a day, at 6 a.m. and again at 2:30 p.m. 


"In the morning," Timmons said, "there is about a 45- 


minute workout. The afternoon averages two hours. We do 
speed work as well as distance work. But even on the days 
when we're running in the hills, there is time for speed 
work." 


In addition there is time alloted for calisthenics and weight 


training. 


But the problems remain finding enough time for school- 


work, trying to be as tactful as possible with the press and 
public and trying to enjoy college life. 


"I have thought about what happened to Snell," Ryun 


says, "but pressure is just something you have to accept in 
sports. That is what I am trying to do. 


•With Snell it apparently got very bad, to the point where 


it made him lose interest in his running." 


Now Jim Ryun faces the same situation. And he is only 1H

Australian Meat Balls Taste Great

Australians are vital people. 


We lunched recently in New 
York with Victoria, the most 
beautifully mannered kanga- 
roo we ever broke bread with; 
Mrs. 
Daphne Dobbyn of the 


oidney Morning Herald; H. C. 
Mendies, the senior Austral- 
ian Trade Commissioner; and 
our lusty hosts, the makers 
of Foster's Australian lager 
beer. They reminded us that 
their country is best known 
for its wool, tennis players 
and beer. During the luncheon 
at the Tavern on the Green, 
Victoria restricted herself ex- 
clusively to rose petals. 


Among the hors d'oeuvres 


were meat balls with a "Down 
Under" accent. We asked Ed- 
ward Zwaaf, director of the 
Tavern, for the secret of those 
magically flavored meat balls. 
Here is his answer, just in 
case you plan to invite a kan- 
garoo or Australian friends to 
your next buffet party:
